An Insane Woman Drowns Her Baby— A 
Mother and Two Children Killed 
With an Axe.

Yoiiic, Pa., Oct. 27, — The terribly 
mangled bodies of Levi Becker, a young 
farmer, and a man named King, of 
Brooklyn, were found to-day on tlie 
tracks of the Pennsylvania road. The 
men had, evidently been killed last night 
while walking on the tracks. Their 
bodies were found about a mile apart, 
and it was impossible to identify them 
except by their clothing, so badly had 
they been mangled. 

— The bodv 
of Mrs, Albert H. Poatel, of Oliester, 
Pa., was exhumed to-day.

Toronto, Oct. 27.— (Special)— In his 
opening addreas at the Oonaervative 
gathering, Sir Charles Tapper, who was 
received with great applause, explained 

the reasons that led to the calling of the 
prci'ient meeting, the object of which 
was to consider the question of carrying 
out a vigorous and ellective organization 
of ihe party. At a meeting of Conser- 
vative Senators and members of the 
House of Commons at Ottawa, it was 
decided that meetings should be 
called for organization purposes in 
the various provinces, wliicli should elect 
an executive committee to assist and 
consult 'with the leader of the party 
whenever the occasion might require; 
the committee to he constituted as fol- 
lows: Ontario, six members : Quebec, 
live; Nova .Scotia and New Brunswick, 
four each ; Prince Edward Island, Man- 
itoba, the Northwest Territories and 
British Columbia, two each. The ques- 
tion of organization was one of the most 
vital conaeiiuence.as it was believed that 
all that, was necessary to give tlie Con- 
servative party in Canada that aacen- 
diincy in and control of public ali'airs in 
the IJoiuinion in future which they tiad 
possessed in the past, was a conij)lete re- 
organization in the various provinces. 
(Eoud applause.) 

,Sir Charles claimed that with the 
accession to office of the new adminis- 
tration all precedents had been brushed 
uiiide and a policy introducing personal 
instead of parliamentary government had 
been adopted. In the wnbleof the Eng- 
lish precedents there was not an instance 
to be found in whicii any man called 
upon to administer tlie alTaira of Eng- 
land ever ventured to prevent the House 
ot Commons from apsembling on the 
date which before the general election 
had been set apart for the purpose. 
Proceeding, Sir Charles severely criti- 
cised the action of the government in 
regard to the Oovernor-General's war- 
rants and in other respects, and claimed 
that the Jjiberal party had attained 
jjower without having carried a majority 
of the constituencies in favor of any 
policy they liad propounded, 

.He cri tieed Mr. Laurier for having un- 
bosppied himself to a forr-ign newspaper 
whil^ refusing to take the House of Com - 
mons into hia coniidence. On the school 
question Mr. Laurier's course had ex- 
hibited the most open and shameless 
violation of every public principle ever 
witnessed in tliis country. Sir Charles 
closed his address with a strong appeal 
for thorough organization in the various 
provinces by means of which at no dis- 
tant date they would be able to wrest 
the power and influence which had been 
so unscrupulously used against the party 
out of the hands of the local government 
w'iio had so used it.

KAILWAY COMBINE. 

Immense Deal in European and American 
Enterprises— Will Operate in London 
and the Continental Cities. 

Cleveland; 0., Oct. 26.— The pur- 
chase of street railway systems in Eu- 
rope by an international syndicate of 
capitalists, is tlie greatest business en- 
terprise now on foot in the world. Addi- 
tional inforniiition on the subject has 
been obtained from a gentleman who is 
llnancially interested in the success of 
the syndicate's operations. The Ameri- 
cans at the head of the enterprise are Jas. 
]{os3 and a Mr. Mclvenzie, of Montreal. 
Mr. Ross is immensely wealthy, is a direc- 
tor in the Bank of Montreal, and is 
heavily interested in the Northern Paci- 
fic railroad and Canadian street rail- 
roads. It is stated that with him are a 
number of Americans who have become 
wealthy as street railroad operators; 
also a number of English, German and 
Dutch bankera, as well as the Roths- 
childs. 

Tlieso gentlemen find the street rail- 
roads of Isurope where those of America 
were ten years ago. They see abundant 
opportunity to make a great deal of 
money by bringing them up to the pre- 
sent American standard. They not only 
have the undergroiuul railways of Lon- 
don in view, but are prepared to operate 
in Berlin, Paris and other large Euro- 
pean cities. The syndicate has already 
gained possession of the street 
railway system of Birmingham, Eng- 
land, and is operating it. Aa motive 
power, compressed air will be used. 
t'ompresHcd air has b(!en the motive 
power on a Paris railroad for the last 
fifteen years, but its conij)let.<» success 
was ))revenLed by inabililv to obtain re- 
servoirs which would auctaiii for any 
length ot time the great air pressure 
needed. An American named JCellogg 
has invented a seamless tube which will 
liold air at a pressure of 5,000 pounds to 
the square inch, and it was mainly this 
fact tiiat led to the formation of the 
Bjndicate. 

A company to make the tubing had 
been formed in Boston, and the factory 
has been in operation some time at 
Finlay, 0., in the midst of the natural 
gas region. The gaa ia failing, and the 
factory will bo removed and re-estab- 
liaheid elsewhere at a cost of $2,000,000, 
if all the plans of the syndicate 
go through. Cleveland, Newcastle, Penn- 
sylvania, and two other cities are being 
considered as pliicM for the new factory. 
A number of pneumatic motor street 
cars are now being made at Worcester, 
Mass., to ship to Manchester.

" Our signatures were obtained nearly 
three years ago to a document pretend- 
ing to be a ■' memorial " to congress, 
then in session, which in our Ijelief wag 
a much milder iiaper than ia the procla- 
mation referred to.

pared notes, the two commissions will 
make independent reports to their re 
epective governments, and there can be 
no joint action. 

On one point of the utmost import- 
ance both sets of commissioners appear 
to be in agreement, namelj', that with 
out references to tlie causes wliicli hav( 
brought the seal herds to the present 
alarming depleted condition, the further 
operations of pelagic sealers will prove 
disastrous, and threaten to exterminate 
the seals. In the correspondence which 
led up to the reference of the question to 
those expert commissioriera, Lord .Salis- 
bury's contention has been that the seal 
pirates inflicted little or no damage on 
the lierds, as compared witli the losses 
sustained through the annual killing of 
seals on the Prihilof islands by the 
North American Seal Company. 

It is true that the Canadian and British 
experts were inclined to believe tbat the 
present condition of ' the. herd^ was in a 
large measure chargeable t6 the opera- 
tion of the seal company in 1S8!), and 
prior years, when they were permitted 
to kill as many as 100,000 seals unnually 
on the islanils. As the commissions 
will report independently, the nature of 
the remedly to bo recommended cannot 
ho known yet. The American commis- 
sioners would favor a total suspension of

The ore is low grade and diflicult to 
work, but is to be found in large (juan 
tities. It requires considerable capital 
to operate succesatully. i foresee the 
day when centralisation will take jihice 
and the great mines fall under the man- 
agement of one, two or three large cor 
porations. ThD trouble here to-day is 
that everybody is out upon his own 
hook, and'large sums of money are be^ 
iug epeut by inexperienced men in de 
velopment which is barren of result. 
This causes stockholders to sell at low 
figures. I am convinced that knowing 
ones are quietly securing such stocks at 
rock bottom prices and, when the time 
arrives, will operate along scientific and 
productive lines. The result will be 
that mines to-day thought to be worth 
less will pros'O great wealth producers. 

Rossland is in a filthy condition from 
a sanitary ])oint of view. The town 
fathers say nothing can be done of a per 
mauent character until incorporation is 
secured. A public meeting was held a 
few nights ago to discuss the ([uestion as 
to whether the town after incorporation 
should be governed by a commission or 
council. It was decided to submit the 
matter lo the people. Insurances are 
terribly high, probably because there are 
only wooden buildings in the town. The 
foundation for the first brick building 
was laid by His Honor, Governor Dewd 
ney, Igst week. The fire quenching ap 
pliances are of the most crude. Citizens 
dread talking about fire; the conse- 
quences would be BO terrible. 

There is little activity on the stock 
market, most of the transactions of 
l)ortance taking place either at Toronto 
or Monti-eal. ICastern capitalists who 
purchased "Northern lielle " some 
months ago have reason to (congratulate 
themselves. Within the past ten days 
rich boilies of ore have been discovered 
" For ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain trust the heathen Oliinee 
I am under the impression this was Bret 
Hart's estimate of the Mongolian char- 
acter. No doubt his experience of the 
Chinamen led him to this conclusion. 
If he had visited Eossland and ^iven its 
inhabitants the same thoughtful Study 
am ^-ure he would have written : "For 
ways that are darkest and tricks that 
are most vain trust the Kossland mini 
owner, or at least certain of them 
.Vbout a week ago 1 was informed ujion 
credible authority that ore was being 
shipped from certain mines for which 
other mines were l>eing crediteil. This 
seemed a serious afl'air and I went cau- 
tiously to work to get at the bottom of 
the matter. After a thorough investiga 
tion I am afraid the statement is only 
too true. 

It seems there is one company here — 
may be more— that under different 
names controls several mines. The 
same men, however, have control of the 
difTerent properties. They sold stock in 
all their mines at first, and then began 
active development in one. This mine 
was boomed at tlie e.'cpense of 
the others. Ore was taken from 
at least one of the others 
to swell the output of the b(jomed mine 
Its stock went uj) rapidly, and where 
the smelter showed excellent retu.ns 
outside capitalists were invited to in 
spect the books, shijiijiiig anil smelting 
returns, wage slieet and other matters of 
interest. 'The showing was splendid, 
and it ia said the capitalists bit. No 
(loul)t they have got a good mine, but it 
is certain that they have not got all that 
was shown them, and now that the ore 
taken from mine No. 2 ceases to be add- 
ed the profits will not be so large, I am 
informed such proceedings are criminal, 
that the directors of these mines are 
liable to arrest and ton years in the jieii- 
itentiary. What have they done? They 
have used the money secured througli 
the sale of stock in a number of separ- 
ate mines lo develop two; the ore from 
one has gone to the other, thus depriv- 
ing the stockliolders of mine No. 2 of 
their legitinutte profit. 

These peoj)le in many cases have be- 
ciju)o tired of carrying aa unjjrolitaole 
stock and have sold out at a loss. It ie 
said such stock was bought back by the 
original owners ; they have caused a fic- 
titious value for one stock which they 
are said to have sold at a largo profit; 
they have depreciated the stock of the 
other mines which should now be pay- 
ing a reasonable dividend ; they have in 
short defrauded the public in the most 
scientific manner and pocketed a large 
amount of money that does not lielong 
to them. Now that mine No. 1 is oil" 
their hands it is suppo.sed they will con- 
tinue their tactics and swell tlio output 
of mine No. 2 with ore from their other 
mines, and again att(imi)t to roi)e in the 
capitalists. Such men care notliing for 
the future of the camp. They are 
anxious only to make a big stake and 
luit the country. 'They may not be so 
successful, however, in their second ven- 



whose ore was taken, and for which no 
return was made, are suspicious, and in- 
tend having the matter investigated 
in the courts. They want an 
engineer to go into the mine, 
measure the amount of ore taken 
out, the amount of non-paying ore left 
on the dump, and then to tell them the 
amount of paying ore the company 
should have to account for. This the 
oflicers refuse to allow them to do. 
'Thov reiuse them the books. It is ques- 
tionable whether or not they can be 
compelled in Canada to produce them. 
The (Suiupanies referred to were incor- 
porated and received their charter in 
the state of Washington, and are simply 
registered here. The books are not in 
Canada, therefore our courts have no 
jurisdiction. Unless the stockholders 
can make a conclusive prima facie case 
of fraud without the use of books, ex- 
amination of oflicers, etc., they cannot 
get from the Canadian courts an order 
for production, as they might were the 
company incorporated in Canada. 'This 
fact should firove a warning to British- 
ers who thought of investing in com 
panics whose incorporation was obtained 
in the United States. 

Tlioro is another interesting feature 
iO)out this case in particular, and all 
cases where companies have been incor 
I>orated in individual stales in general. 
It seems that under the law in the 
United States, individual states may 
only grant the right to companies to 
trangai:t business within the state where 
incorporation is obtained. In all cases 
where mining companies have been in 
eorporated in any of the United States 
and .-egistered here, they are exceeding 
the powers of their (diarter by trans 
acting Ijiisiness in Briti.sli Uoliimbia. It 
is a iiuesiiou of gi eat iiiomeut whether 
or not any of tliese com panic.- liave any 
status in' law at all. Tlie sluiridudders 
in the swindle above mentioned are rais 
ing money now to test all these iioints 
in court. When all the facts become 
current the subject will prove ot great 
interest not only throughout Canada and 
the United States, but also in many 
Kuropean countries, England particu 
larly. 

Tiiere are schemes up here to entrap 
the tenderfoot that ilo not require any 
great amount of brain power to operate, 
but this was projected, not in the hope 
of catching small fry, not in a struggle to 
become possessed of a small amount 
This was a scheme for millions, and ] 
fear it worketl only too successfully. 
Even at its worst, experts agree that the 
mine thus sold will prove a paying in 
vestment. This fact alone, as has been 
the case in all past ventures, serves as a 
cloak to the swindler and permits him 
to go oil practising his nefarious work. 

The crying need in this camp is a rich 
develojinient company. There are bun 
dreds of first class mines all about, but 
the owners have no capital, and capital- 
ists are afraid of schemers. What is 
wanted ia a company that will say to the 
miner: " Wo won't give you one cent 
in money. We will spend five or six 
thousand dollars, as the casn may be, in 
development, and should the work re- 
sult in anything, we will take as our 
share a luUf, a third, or what inter- 
est in the mine may be agreed upon." 
in this way if a good thing is slrucl; 
benefit will accrue to both parties to the 
contract. Should the mine prove a fail- 
ure the miner is none the worse oil' and 
the company conld allbrd to lose in 
nineteen sucli ventures, should it strike 
it rich iu the twentieth instance. There 
is a gentleman here now who is promi 
nent in Toronto financial circles. He is 
considering the scheme and will prob 
ably lay its merits and drawbacks before 
those interested in the East before many 
weeks. Such a company would prove a 
godsend to the honest but poor mine 
owners of this district. 

The above article was submitted to a 
prominent legal man at Spokane and his 
opinion asked as to the law. This is his 
reply; " Under the liivvs of the various 
stales ami the decisions of our courts it 
is held that a corporation organized in 
one state may by comity transact busi 
ness in a foreign state, unless sjiecially 
prohibited by the law of tlie foreign 
state, (.ienerally the laws of each state 
provide what shall lie done by foreign 
(■iirp(jrationa to eniitle them to do Inisi- 
iiesH ill the foreign state. Under the 
laws of liritisb Columbia foreign cor 
porations, whose charterer whosearticles 
of ineori)oration especially authorize 
them to transact business in British 
Columbia may transact business 
Jbitigh Columbia by filing certified 
cojiies of their charter or articles of in- 
corporation with tlie registrar of joint 
stock I'onipaiiies, and by a])pointing a 
resident aj^eut, etc. It may be tliat 
Biuiie companies have been registered 
whose charter or articles donotauthorize 
them to do business in British Columbia, 
but if the registrar should hold strictly 
to tlie law no such tlitliculty as you sug- 
gest eoiild occur."

THOSE GRASSHOPPEIiS. 

Large Audience Addressed at St. An- 
drew's Presbyterian Cliurcb By 
Rev. Or. Lucas. 

Rev. Dr, Lucas spoke on " Those 
Grasshoppers " last night at -St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian church, applying the storv 
of the Israelites being too timid to Col- 
ow the advice of Jnahua and Cabeb to 
enter upon Canaan and to drive out the 
depraved iiiliabitanta. In introducing 
the lecturer. Rev. W. Leslie Clay alluded 
to Rev. Dr. Lucas having in the early 
sixties been a iMothodist minister in Vic- 
toria and therefore not a stranger here. 

The lecturer opened by saying that 
this world was a moral battle ground in 
which good and evil were striving the 
one against the other. Therefore one 
had to choose on which side 
to fight. The litjuor trafiic he 
said he had heard (ironounced an evil 
by the very men who sold behind the 
bar. Turning ne.xt to the st(jry of the 
Israelites who were afraid to figlit, and 
ileacribed themselves as grasshoppers in 
comoarison with the depraved people 
whom the Lord had commanded them 
to drive out, tho lecturer remarked that 
there were plenty of so-called Christians 
who were to-day grasshoppers because 
they had not backbone enough to fight 
for prohibition. Some of them were as 
bad as the man who was so thin that 
when he had a jiaiii in his st.miauh he 
thought the pain was in his liack. lie 
coinbattcd the argument tliat prohibi- 
tion could not be carrieil out, and claimed 
that while people said that prohibition 
had proved a failure where it w;is tried 
liis own experience in Kansas was that 
even if the traffic were not altogether 
stopjied it had been made very much 
harder for anyone to get an intoxicant. 

As an illusiration Dr. Lucas said that 
whereas on a trip from San Francisco 
east he had seen liquor obtainable at all 
the eating places through California, 
Arizona and New Mexico, some 1,200 
miles, when he came to tho lirst town 
across the Kansas line he bad out of 
curiosity tried to get a glass of brand; 
and failed, the hotel keeper tell 
ing him tluit he could not obtain 
a glass of spirits in the place 
Many amusing anecdotes wore relatei 
during the evening to jioiiu the argu 
meiits used by the speaker.

INCOXSISTENT LIBERA f.S. 

Those who have luith in the consist 
ency oi J.iberala will be Buri)riEed that 
Aldermen ]Marcliatit, Macmillan, Hum 
jihrey and Cameron refused to allow the 
by-law redistributinp the wards to be 
submitted to the people. These gentle- 
men are continually talking abo*t 
the power of the people— they profess 
great respect for the will of the people- 
yet, when they were olFered the oppor 
ttinity of referring a measure in which 
the people are deeply interested to tlie 
eleotora for sanction, they would not em- 
brace it. These four aldermen con- 
sidered themselves wir.er than the ma- 
jority of the electors of tlie t:ity. Dy 
their action tliey showed that they 
considered themselves bettor quali- 
fied to decide what was good for 
tlie citizens than were the citizens them 
selves. Although the referendum is one 
of the principal planks of the 
Radical platform the red hot 
Radicals of the council refused to 
take advantage of it when tlioy h.td tlic 
cliance. Alderman Wilson was tlie on 
l.ilieral in the Council whose action was 
consistent witli his principles. He has 
faith in the people, and was willing in 
this matter of the distribution of the 
wards to abide by their decision ; and so 
had the Mayor and Aldermen Wil- 
liams, Partfidge and Tiarks, who, 
iiltliough Conservatives, saw that the 
measure Ijcforc the Council is one wliicli 
oiiirht ill fairness to be submitted for 
sanction to the people at the polls. And 
they were right. The redistribution 
by-law is one upon which the average 
elector is as competent to pass an opin- 
ion as the average alderman — more com- 
petent in fact — for the average elector 
would most likely have no other motive 
in voting for or against the hy-law^ than 
the general welfare of the citixetis, 
whereas the average alderman might 
have private and personal reasons for 
casting his vote one way or the other, 

Tlie by-law in one of considerable im- 
portance, and it is reasonable that every 
elector sliould have the o|)portiinit3' of 
showing in an iiilincntiiil way what he 
thinks of it. If the referendum is re- 
quired at all it is with respect to 
a measure affecting the representation 
of the electors in tiie City Council. 
But the liadical aldermen we 
have named when they had the 
Iiowcr to redistribute the wards witlujut 
consulting the electors were deteriiiincd 
to exercise that power to its full extent. 



AN EXPLODED SLANDER. 

Grit editors and small politicians, 
during the general election campaign, 
considered Sir Charles Tnpperfair game. 
Tliey viliHed him in a way that dis- 
gusted decent Liberals, and they retailed 
old lies and slanders that had been ex- 
posed years ago as if they were the un- 



proceedines, although many witnesses 
were examined, Dr. AVeldon among the 
rest, Mr. McConnell failed lo prove that 
either he or Mr. Cahan ever made the 
Bttttementa attributed rpo thenk, "They 
had hot even heard of the transaction 
in bonds referred to in the open letter, 
and in fact it appears that no issue of 
bonds were Jloaicd under any such cir- 
cumstances na were mentioned." 

The case was delayed from time to time 
on one pretext and another, but at last 
Mr. McConnell found that the only course 
left him was to retract. Here is the re- 
traction that was published in the Hali- 
fax Chronicle of the lOtli inst. : 

Referring to the open letter which ap- 
peared in the Morning Chronicle of the 
'2bth February last, the editor and pro- 
prietor of this newspaper desire to ex- 
plain that it was not thereby intended to 
make any charge whatever against Sir 
Charles Tupper ; that they liave no in- 
formation or knowledge in their posses- 
sion to juBtii y the making ol smdi charge, 
and that they regret the publication of 
the letter in question, so far as the same 
in any way reflects upon Sir Charles 
Tuppet. 

The accusation contained in the letter 
Was indirectly rel'erreil to by Mr. Lister 
from his place in Parliament, where he 
could Hufely say almost anj thing he 
pleased. But he took good care to avoid 
making any apeoiflc statement, though 
challenged to do so by Mr. Foster. The 
charge, as the reader sees by the retrac- 
tion, was BO utterly groundless that it is 
diflicult to understand how any sane 
man could be prevailed upon to make it. 



HOPEFUL YET NERVOUS. 

The result of the PresMential election 
is waited for by the business men of the 
United .States svith fear and trembling. 
They are now and will tor the next 
foM- days be exceedingly nervous. They 
believe that MoKinley wUi be elected 
and that Bryan will be defeated. At 
least that is what the great majority of 
them say. Yet they have still a lurking 
doubt. They have been for sometime 
"hesitating — taking in sail for possible 
stormy weather, or at best tliey are not 
letting out any." The New York Times 
in au article on Pre-election ICervous- 
aesBsays: 

Never before in the political history 
of the country has the entire business 
community of the country felt com- 
pelled to pause for the actual defeat of a 
presidential candidate. Never before 
has a candidate stood on so threatening 
a platform and fitted it witli such cyni- 
cal completeness. It is not merely that 
Bryan represents a policy of debasement 
ot the currency. Tiie Chicago doctrine, 
in that regard, is no worse than the doc- 
trine of l.S()S that the bonded debt of 
the tjnited States could be "paid" in 
tlie demand notes of the United 
StaloH. But Seymour was not Bryan. 
He was a statesman forced to 
accejit doctrine that he never really be- 
lieved in, and the application of which 
he would have resisted with all his en- 
erey and practical skill. Br^an has the 
belief of an ignorant fanatic in the doc- 
trine he rciiresents. He is, moreover, a 
demagogue and a revolutionist bvnature 
without any anchorage of knowfedge, or 
exj)erience, or sober purpose to steady 
liim. lliH immediate associates are of 
the same type — the Altgeld.'i and Till- 
nians who forced fiiH noiniiiation at Clii- 
cago. The disaster of iiis election is not 
exaggerated. It would not be fatal ; the 
country would recover from it and re- 
verse its causes in time ; but it would be 
terrible. 

The agony, however, will soon be over. 
It is to be hoped that on the 4tli of 
next month the business men of the 
United States may be able to say that 
they had little reason to be nervous and 
th.nt they should have liaii a stronger 
faith in the good sense and the sterling 
honcHty of the American [jeojile. It is to 
he iioped that tiie present agitation and 
the apprehensions to which it has given 
rise will, after the election is over, be re- 
membered by them as a bad dream. 



the London Times Bays: "Foodstocks are 
already low in Upper and Central India, 
and tbe high pwoe.of 'liraln caaseBiniuch 
diacontent. The Oalifornia wheat inow 
shipped to India will to some extent re- 
lieve the pressure of the situation. A 
denitil is given to the ruuiors that the 
Indian Government intendeil shortly 
to raise a loan to provide for famine 
relief expenditure, The Government 
is, however, sanetioninj; expenditure 
on wells and on short, provincial 
railways in order to assist distressed 
population. The well-stocked district 
are sending grain to the areas alTected 
hy scarcity in which there are as yet no 
signs of rain. The impression is gaining 
ground that grain dealers have ample 
stocks for the present but are bent on 
forcing up prices — Whence grain riots. 
Statistics just issued show that the ex- 
ports of Indian wheat have been de- 
creasing of late years to a considerable 
extent." 

It is devoutly to be hoped that nature 
will extend relief to the region tlireaten- 
ed with famine in the shape of copious 
showers, for if the draught continues it 
18 hard to predict the extent of the 
scarcity and the consequent sufTering. 

THE NEWSPAPER PRESS. 

In an article on "Journalism as a 
Profession," in the October number of 
tlie Westminster Beviewg Mr. Fred. 
Wilson thus descants on the importance 
oi the Press : 

" All classes and conditions of people 
chant its praises, utilise its services and 
strive to promote by patronage its in- 
creased usefulness. Kingdoms and gov- 
ermnents depending not at all infre- 
quently on its power, extend their 
patronizing sanction ; statesmen recog- 
nising in it an integral part of the ma- 
cliiiiery of politics, court its power, or 
employ its influences; coram ercialists 
And themselves helpless witlmut its as- 
sistance ; linanciers are impotent when 
robbed of tliis implement; the 
worlds of fashion, society, and art 
would scarcely exist in its absence ; tli 
trades and professional elaseea would be 
stranded without its medium; and the 
working i)eople, ami even the vagrant, 
would lind life devoid of much of that 
which at prcpeiit makes it tolerable, 
were there no such thing. In fact it is 
almost impossible to imagine a state of 
civilized society without a publii; press; 
and it is therefore not in the least to be 
wondered at that people prize it ines' 
timably, endeavor in tneir humble way 
to protect its interests and so help to 
sustain an itnportant feature of their 
national, ])arocnial, social and domestic 
life. Such great reforms have been 
effected, such great improvements made 
in every direction, that at the present 
moment the pitcii of perfection must 
have been arrived at, and that future 
enterprise is almost impossible." 

This seems a great deal to say in favor 
of the importance and Ibe usefulness of 
the newspaper Press, but if the reader 
thinks carefully over what Mr. Wilson 
says he will see that he bas stated no- 
thin); but the plain and demonstrable 
truth.

A THREATENED FAMINE. 

Happily in most civilized countries 
the danger of suffering from famine is 
reduced to a minimum. The means of 
intercommunication are so numerous 
and so effective that the good harvest of 
one district can be inade to supply the 
deficiency caused by the bad harvest of 
another and a distant district. The defec- 
tive means of cDuimunication was the 
princi])al cause of famine in old times 
when highroads were few and bad and 
wdien railroads were unknown. In India, 
and China, even in our own day, the 
people of one part of the country were 
dying of hunger while the people living 
oidy a comparatively short distance 
from them had more food than they could 
consume. The failure of the rice crop in 
Orissa, one of the southwestern provinces 
of India, in 1865-66 caused the deatJi of 
1,250,000 persons, or one-fourth of the 
population. But railroads have been 
constructed in India since that time, 
and there is little fear of any part of 
that country — great in extent as it is — 
auQ'ering so dreadfully for want of food 
The region that is now said to be

The shaft 
near the Le Koi line is now down about 
10 feet with solid: ore across over half 
the bottom and running into the hang- 
ing wall sido. It looks like the Lo Roi 
ore. A general sample assayed early in 
the week showed $10 in gold. 

The Good Hope company \\aa at last 
struck n streak of good luck. On Tuea- 
iay while the mitiers were doing Romo 
SI rippiny about 50 feet west of tho dis- 
)viu-y shaft they opened up, with only 
I couple of shots, from 15 to 18 inches 
of what is in all probability pay ore. It 
is liighly oxidized but bears e'very evi- 
dence of being high grade in copper. 

The Ilaltte, which lies due west of the 
Hiittie Brown and duo north of the Lily 
May, from which it is separated by a 
fraction, has been sold to Montgomery 
Smith, of Toronto, for .$0,000. Three 
veins run through the Hattie from east 
lo west. On tho discovery vein a shaft 
has been sunk to a depth of 25 feet, 
showing one of tho best defined jedges in 
the camp. Tiio middle vein is narrow, 
but looks very promising. 

The .Vlberta is opening up surpris- 
ingly well. Three veins seem to run 
tb.rougli tlio (ji operty und all of them arc 
strong and well inai ked.

It has been known for a long time 
that tliere waa a large body of higii grailo 
ore coming to tlie surface on the Clill', 
Viut no sti i ppiiig or exjilorliig was donu 
until recently. Colonel Wharton line 
had two or three men at work and care- 
ful measurement made on Tluirsdav 
morning showed the ore to bo fully ISO 
feet wide. The stripping so far done is 
in tbf_' form of a ecjuare about 30 feet 
each way. The whole amount of ore in 
sight is not leas than oOO tone, ilnch 
decomposition and oxidization have 
taken place, but everything carries gold. 

The past week's work on the Novel tj' 
shows a great improvement in the face 
of the tunnel. No assays have been 
made yet, but it looks as though it might 
contain good values. The management 
has doubled the force of miners. 

Another ojiening has been made in tho 
north and south ledge of the Northern 
Belle and tlieoie body seems to ho of 
very great extent. The strongest teali- 
inoiiy in favor of the Northern Belle is 
the fact that the foreman and most of 
the men employed on it are taking all 
the shares in the company they can get 
tlie money to ))ay for.

England— The Wheat Boom 
in the Old Country. 



New Youk, Oct. 27. — The Evening 
PoalsavB: "Something very amusing 
has happened in Wall street. This was 
nothing less than the revival by the 
usual authors of " diplomatio rumors " 
of the story that war with Spain was 
about to be dechircd. Tliis would not 
be worth mentioning at all but for two 
facts in the situation, which it clearly 
demonstrated: 1. The existence of a- 
considerable stock exchange interest for 
the " short " account, which is anxious 
to get out, and 2. The underlying 
strength of the general market, for al- 
though prices were attacked with con- 
certetl vi;^'or on the publiciition of the 
foohah Cuban story, tlie njurkot yielded 
only languiilly and certainly declined 
no I'urtlier than waa warranted by other 
iniiuences. 

The lOvening Post's linancial cable 
aayri : " Thu London stock markets were 
irrei^ular and uncertain to-day. The 
tone was fairly gooil, liowover. Tlie 
priru'ip;il leatuiu was the rise in consols 
to 10!>, the close being 108 11-10. Eng- 
lish rails were also in good doiiiand. So 
far, however, as may be seen, tlie lirm- 
ueas was mainly due to the closing of 
' bear ' operations. The settlement be- 
gun to-day disclosed a comparatively 
small account, but contangoes were 
higher on dearer money. Americana 
were carried over at about 5 per cent. 
The cautious attitude described yester- 
day as to Americana is showing a dis- 
position to spread to all ilepaitiiieiits, 
pending the result of the election in the 
United States. Gold is stiil bought in 
the open market for America." 

London, Oct. 27.— A prominent oper- 
ator, discussing the wiieat boom, said : 
"The only speculative effort I know of 
is that set forth by tlie bear market. 
The English wheat crop, for instance, 
has been stattd to be nine million quar- 
ters, while the fact ia it will not exceed 
seven million. Both American and Rus- 
sian farmers were justified in demand- 
ing high prices, as India and Australia 
have no wheat to sell, while Argentine 
is prevented fiom selling wheat by the 
heavy fall in the gold premium.

.\ cable from San Jooe de Cruatemala 
liiis lately been received stating that 
Captain Petrie and twelve of the crew 
liail landed there and that the Linlith- 
gow had been abandoned. A boat's crew 
with thirteen men on it is misainj.;. The 
vessel and cari;o are worth over .'f200,UOO, 
HO should the Fearless succeed in picking 
her up 'there will he a small fortune for 
the owners of the tug. The Fearless 
takes on 250 tons of coal at Nanaimo, 
and when she reaches the Golden Gate 
Captain Hawley will have fuller particu- 
lars. Should there be a fighting chance 
of saving the tramp the big tug will be 
sent on. 

ICN- UOUTK l'3t0.M LIVEUl'OOL. 

Four vessels of ordinary tonnage make 
up the Ijiverpool fleet now en route or 
on berth for this port. ThefirBt of these 
due is the British ship Manx Kins, now 
123 days at sea, her local agents being 
Robt. Ward A Co., Ltd., and lOvans, 
Coleman t'i Kvaris. The others of the 
fleet are the British ships Dunboyne and 
Pass of Balmaha, consigned to R. F 
Rithet & Co., Ltd., and the British ship 
Waterloo, on bertli for Robert Ward tt 
Co.; Ltd. Contrary to custom there are 
no veBsele listed as on berth or having 
sailed from London for this port, and a 
coal-laden ship from Cardiff and out 80 
odd days, makes the only other mer- 
chantmen bound in this direction from 
Great Britain. The com paratively small 
number is probably due to the high 
freight rates, which are iuereasiny 
rather than decreasing, inspiring caution 
in shipping circles. 

WUKCKAGE FOUNC. 

A dispatcii was received from Light- 
house Kee])er Daykin at Carmanah yes- 
terday, stating that a considerable quan- 
tity of wreckage had drifted in there. 
Among it was part of a canoe, an oar 
and a mahogany door. From the general 
appearance of tlie material Mr. Daykin 
was inclined to believe that it belonged 
to a sealing schooner, but he failed to 
find anything that could be identified. 
The fact that a mahogany door was 
found sets at rest any uneasiness that 
might otherwise have been aroused 
among sealers. Only three of the seal- 
ing fleet are yet out, the Sadie Turpel, 
Mascot and Dolphin, and they have no 
such doors as that reported. 

WHKAT FOR INDIA. 

The Norwegian steamer Tyr, now at 
Vancouver, has been chartered by G 
W. McNear it Co., of San Francisco, to 
carry wheat from Tacoma to Calcutta 
India. The Tyr will carry 2,800 tons of 
wheat The call for Washington grain 
for Calcutta is caused by the shortage of 
the wheat crop in India this season trom 
drought. Two cargoes have been shipped 
from San Francisco this month for Cal- 
cutta.

LoNroN, Oct. 37.— The elections for 
members of the Swiss National Counci 
for a term of three years were held yes- 
terday.

Ex-Pojie Tolstoi, of the Russian 
church, who was recently deposed from 
the priest's functions because he had re- 
fused to clear himself of an accusation 
that be had been converted to Catholic- 
ism, baa been arrested at "Moscow and 
taken to Nijni, whore he was condemned 
by a church tribunal to seven years' 
banishment from St. Petersburg and 
Moscow, and was forbidden to hold any 
state ollice for twenty years. 

A despatch from Rome to the Daily 
News reports that Princes? ITelene, the 
bride uf the Prince of Naples, gave a re- 
ception to the wives of high dignitaries. 
She asked the Princess I'oggia Suasa, 
the American wife of llie Mayor of 
Rome, some questions regarding the 
presidential campaign.

All, without dis- 
tinction .of parties, venerate the memory 
of the hero of the North under the Aegis 
o£ France, united in the republic." The 
troops then carried past all the colors of 
the regiments which fuught under Faid- 
herbe. - A large crowd witnessed the 
ceremony. 

There has been marked excitement in 
Lincolnshire over a rise in wheat of 10 
shillings on the week, with holders in- 
clined to sell. At a meeting of the mas- 
ter bakers of Ijondoii the price of bread 
was raised half-penny ])er loaf. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Standard says 
Russiah otQcials on tho Prussian fron- 
tier have seized a hundred thick walking 
sticks containing thousands of Nihilistic 
proclamations. 

Sir Albert Sassoon is dead. Sir Albert 
Abdullah Sassoon, Bart., K.C.S.I., was 
bort at Bagdad in 1818, and settled with 
his father in Bombay in 1832. He re- 
ceived a European education, and on the 
death of his father, succeeded to the 
leadership of the great banking and mer- 
cantile concern of David .Sassoon A Co., 
founded by his father. During his 
career in India ho iliutiiiguishcd himself 
by the munificence with which he 
inninoted charitaljlo undertakings 
anil public works. In LSTo the 
tjueen conferred the honor of 
knighthood on Sir Albert, and in 
November of the same year tlie corpora- 
tion of London incsented him with tho 
freedom of the city. Sir Albert Sassoon 
was the first Anglo-Indian upon whom 
this distinction was bestowed. In 1867 
he had been ajipointed companion to the 
Star of India, and a year later he became 
a member of the Bombay legislative 
council. He distinguished himself by 
the magnificence of the entertainment 
he offered the shah of Persia when that 
potentate visited England. 

The Pall Mall Gazette publishes a dis- 
patc.'i from Rome saying: "The presi- 
dential election in tho TJnited States is 
the absorbing topic at the Vatican, the 
explanation being the strides which 
Catholicism has nuule in America, which 
is now one of the church's largest sources 
of income. A recognized standing dan- 
ger to Romanism in the United States is 
the indepeiidencaof American bishops, 
noticeable since the time of Pius IX. 
The latter fully recognized that these 
bishops enjoyed greater power than their 
brethren elsewhere and showed that be 
understood this by his witty answer to 
some English priests who asked certain 
jirivileges.. He said : " I am as you say. 
Pope ; yet I cannotaccept your request." 
But, addeii the Pon'tiff with a slight 
twinkle of the eye, " I can show you tho 
way to obtain your desire. Go 
America, for there the bislioiis are 
i.'ri;ater than the Po])e." Cti the acces 
sion of Poiie Leo matters assumed a 
different aspect. He charged Mgr. 
Satolli with tho duty of intimating to 
the bishops in unmistakable language 
the limits of their powers, and the re 
suit was soinothing like a split which 
took Mgr. Satolli two years to heal. But 
tlii>.miasion had good results."

REPORTED RUx\ ON GOLD. 

Heavy Demands in Sau Francisco Which 
Were Promplly Complied With. 

W^Asiii.NiiTON, Oct. 27. — The statement 
telegra))lieil from San Francisco to-day 
to the elVcct that the United .States sul)- 
treasury there had just pulled throutzh 
a run which threatened to annihilate its 
gold holdings is stated by the treasury 
oflicials to have been greatly exagger- 
ated.

The assist- 
ant treasurer at San Francisco, liow 
ever, managed the matter with but little 
aasiatanco from Washington, and, as one 
otlicial stated to-day, the flurry lasted 
but a short time and alarmed no one.

HEAVY FIEB IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

Over Four Thousand Operatives Thrown 
Out of Work. 

Lawj!knce, Oct. 37.— The Washington 
Mills, one of the largest cotton and dress 
goods manufacturing firms in the city, 
were badly damaged by fire which broke 
out half an hour before midnight. Every 
fire engine in Lawrence was on the 
grounds for several hours, and it was 
not until 1 :30 that the flames were sub- 
dued. Tho fire started fiom spontaneous 
cornbuatioii among wool, and at an early 
hour yesterday morning the stock in mill 
No. ■} was Btili burning furiously, but all 
dangerof tiie lire spreading vras past. It 
is estimated tlio loss to the Washington 
corporation will be !f()5,000 and may pos- 
sibly reach $75,000; fully insured. 
;\.bout4, 500 operatives are employed by 
the plant when it is running to its full 
full capacity, and all will be thrown out 
of work for ten days.

An Indian Agency Robbed by Bandits. 

Oklahama, Oct. 27.— Sac and Pox, an 

Indian agency sixty miles southeast of 
hero, was held u|) and looted by tho 
same gang of bandits who looted the 
town of Carney last week. Sac and I<"ox 
is 06 miles from Carney. There were 
four masked robbers mounted and 
armed. They first rode to the oHice of 
Agent Thomas, who had $-16,000 in 
greenbacks ready to pay tho Indians.

to resist. A fter robbing Keokuk's place, 
the bandits i>U8he(l tlirough the grounds 
of the government Indian school, firing 
their guns. Two robbers were recog 
nized as being in the Carney liold-up.
